Joy in France as pilots are releasei

The two French pilots missing 
for three months after their 
plane was shot down over the 
Bosnian Serb enclave of ^e 
were released yesterday after a 
flurry of last-minute negotia- 
tions. just two days before 
France hosts the sig^g of the 
Bosnian peace agreement. 

The pilots. Captain Fr£d£ric 
Chiffot and Lieutenant Jose 
Souvi^ec, were handed mn to 
the cmef of staff of the French 
armed forces, at a short cere- 
mony in Zvoriiik on the border 
of Bosnia and Serbia. 

Hi^were flown immediate- 
ly back to Ruis. where they were 
met on the tarmac by their 


wives and a jc^us President 
Jacques Chir^ 

The fate of the pilots had be- 
come a major preoccupation of 
the Frend) aumoriiies re recent 
weeks: Mr Chirac last week 
ihreateiwd unspecified conse- 
quences if the pDots were not 
released, while tbe foreign min- 
ister. Herv^de Oiareite. made 
clear during the London con- 
ference at the weekend that the 
whole peace process could be 
in danger. 

Yesten%' the Rune Minster, 
Alain Juppe, said that their re- 
lease had been due in large 
meaatre to the personal "in- 
wlvemcnt and tenacity" of the 
Reach prerident. 

Since photographs of the two 
tairen after their capture were 


published in the magazine Airir 
A/aic/i tn September, there had 
been no reliable information, 
about their whereabouts and 
there wav'^'cujaljon that they 
were dead or badb’ injured. 

Yesterday Ll Souvi^ei ^uid 
that they had been well treat- 
ed. but that they had been held 
separately for their first siv 
weeks in captivity. From the air 
ba.se near Nancy* Cvipiain Chif- 
fol’s wife.

Branson: Sue me over bribes claim

Peter Davis, the Oflot reg^- 
tcff; came umfer Strong political 
pressure last ai^l ov*er bis 
all^^ failure to act over 
Richard Branson's bribery al- 
legaimis and bis acceptance of 
fiee^^fiom a partner in tbe 
Camekk consortia. 

Mr Branson, head of the 
Wgiir group, yesterday re- 
peated ciajms that Guy Snow- 
dea, the head of OTECH, 
whidi.has a 22 per cent stake in 
CameloL had tried to bribe 
him at hb home in September 


1993. He claimed Mr Davis had 
been told of the approach but 
bad chosen to ignore it 
In the face of denials by Mr 
Davis and Mr Snowden, Mr 
Branson, cunently in Japan, 
dialleng^ them to'sue him. He 
said would be writing to Mr 

Davis with accounts of their 
meeting at the offices of Oflot 
in May 1994, from himself and 
two colleagues, John Jackson 
and Germd ’QnrelL 
MeanwhDe, Labour joined 
the fray, when Jack Cunning- 
ham, the party's national her- 
itage spokesman, said Mr Davis 
had put his position “in ques- 


tion" by accepting the free 
flights. Dr Cunnio^am called 
for a Government statement on 
the controversy from Virginia 
Bottomley, the Secretary of 
Stale for National Heritage. 

Botii Mr Jackson and Mr 
lyrTeli said yesterday their 
memory of the meeting tallied 
with Mr Branson's.

The Oflot head was consulting 
Government solicitors about 
suing Mr Branson. “Any sug- 
gestion Richard Branson men- 
tioned any allegalioas of 
impropriety concerning Guy 
Snowden to Peter Davis is ab- 
solutely untrue," said an Oflot 
spokeswoman. She said no for- 
mal complaint of iniprc^riety 
had been made and if it was. il 
would be in\*estigated 

Mr Branson was at pains to 
esqslain why he did not raise the 
allegations earlier, inbetween 
apparently telling Mr Davis 
and informing a team from 
BBC's floftemma, which broad- 


cast them on Monday. He 
claimed il was because nobody 
had raised GTECH or Mr 
Snowden with him before and 
when Panorama did he reached 
for the notes of his meeting in 
September 1993. 

Id facL be did raise them, 
with another journalist, a .short 
time alter the Branson-Snow- 
den meeting. Tdd Jackson, who 
wrote an unauthorised biogra- 
phy of Mr Branson, is under- 
stood to have received a 
detailed account of the meeting 
but was unable to confirm it.

Tbe widow of Philip Lawrence, 
the headmaster who was 
tabbed to death outside his 
sdiodl, yesterday wrote to her 
husband's pupils saying that 
his death would not be in vain 
if they learnt that “love should 
always overcome hatred". 

France Lawrence, whose 
letter was read to tbe piqiils over 
tbe school taniloy ^em, added 
that hoped tbe murder 
would be a life-long lesson for 
theyoungsteis showii^ the dif- 
ference between right and 
wrong. 

It was her tot public state- 
ment sniM h» husband was 
murder^ on Friday, while proh 
tecting a pupil froin a gang of 
youths outside St George's Ro-

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New setback for rail franchise plans

Tbe fate of the Government's 
rail franebise plans is hanging 
in the balance after three Court 
of Apj>e 3 l judges une?cpccted> 
^ decided to po^pone their de- 
dsioQ on an attempt by 
campaigners -to declare the 
process unlawfuL 
Sir Thomas Bingham, Mas- 
ter of the Rcdls, sitting with Lord 
Justice White and Lord Justice 
Otton^ had said on Monday that 
they would rule on the case 
brought ly tbe Save our Rail- 


ways campaign yesterday, but 
instead they announced a fur- 
ther delay of their decision un- 
til Friday. 

Tbe postponement, which 
the judges said was because they 
fell itwouldwTOngtobe'^stam* 
peded" into jud^ent ‘‘when 
none of us feel re^ to do so", 
forced the Government to can- 
cel yesterday’s planned an- 
nouncement of the winners of 
the fust two fruchises. 

Tbe cost of rail privatisation 
again provoked sharp ex- 
changes in tbe Common s be- 
tween the Prime Minister and 


Tony Blair, the Labour leader. 

John Major sidestepped re- 
peated demantte by Mr Blair to 
know whether tbe public subsidy 
to the railways was set to rise 
dramatically after privatisatioa, 
and what was the latest official 
estimate. But he accused the 
Labour leader of trying to 
"aneai^ the sale when every 
previous privatisation had been 
a aiocess.

Lottery bribes row: Millionaire tells of meeting with GTECH boss and how he 

Lunch left Branson 
with indigestion

The six men in the room nod- 
ded politely to each other. Four 
of them stood at one end. chat- 
ting and waiting for the meet- 
ing to begjiL IWo sat at the table, 
going through their papers. 

One, Ri(£ard Branson, had 
been brooding for 48 hours 
about what he was going to say. 
No sooner - 17 his account and 
those of his two colleagues -r 
had he greeted Peter Davis, the 
director general of Oflot, the 
lottery regulator, than he 
dropped the bombshell 

How could a committee 
beaded by Mr Davis have sanc- 
tioned awuding the lottery to 
Camelot? Mr Branson aigued 
that one of Camelot's share- 
holders and the company that 
would be running the game on 
beha lf of the consortium, 
GTECH, had been i^oried in 
the press for its handling of lot- 
teries in America. 

Mr Branson retold his own 
experience of dealing with 
them , when Gw Snowden, the 
GTECH co-chairman, had 
made him a bizatre ofkr-vriiich 
he believed was a bribe! 

Mr Davis, according to the 
Branson version, laun ^ed into 
a strong defence of GTECH, 
saying the American firm had 
been looked at by Interpol and 
g^ven a dear bill of faedth. 

It was all over in seconds. Mr 
Davis made clear his lack of in- 
tention to rake over the Amer- 
ican company’s antecedents 
and Mr Branson and his two 
colleagues, John Jackson and 
Gerard '^neU, sat down. The 
formal discussioh began into 
why, two days previously, 
Branson's Lottery JFbun^tion 
bid bad proved unsuccessful. 

That was in Mty 1994 at 
Oflofs headquarters in Hay- 
market, London. Hgbt montte 
previously, over on the other 
side of town, in the very differ- 
ent surroundings of Mr B ran- 
som's family home cum business 


headquarters in Holland Park, 
another meeting had taken 
place. 

Keen to es^lore the possi- 
bili^ of mnnifig a non-profit- 
matring draw, Mr Branson and 
Mr Jackson, his bid co-oidhia- 
tor, had suggested a lunchtime 
meet ing with Mr Snowden of 
GTECH, the world's biggest 
specialist lottery operator. 

The company was not alone 
- other compani» IQce IBM and 
ICL, bad b^n contacted to see 
what they could bring to the 
Branson table.

GTECH, as Mr Branson 
knew, was committed to the 
Camelot consortium, but he 
made his pitch anyway: would 
GTECH be interested in join- 
iiig him? Snowde n could not see 
wnat was in It for GTECH and, 
besides, it was already tied to 
Cam elot. The only way 
GTECH could help Mr Bran- 
son would be if he joined the 
Camelot consortium. 

It was then, according to tbe 
Branson-Jadison account, that 
Mr Snowden made bis play. 
Over the sweet course, he said: 
"WeQ, I don't know bow to 
I^uase this, Rkhaid. There is al- 
ways a bottom line. In what w^ 
can I h^ you, Richard? Pmsiire 
everybody needs something." 

Nfr Branson did not ask him 
what, exacUy, he had in mind 


but soon after, left the rom, 
went up the stairs to the toilet, 
and niade a hasty note of wl»t 
had just been said. 

Soon after Mr Branson re- 
turned, the lundi ended and Mr 
Snowden left Snowden cate- 
gorically denies having offered 
Mr Branson a bribe. Later that 
afternoon - two days later, ac- 
cording to the other side, al- 
tfaou^ the lunch had been on 
a Nd^aiid Mr Branson would 
not have been in London on a 
Sunday — Sir Tun Bell, the pub- 
lic relations guru, called. 

Af^xxmtedby British Airways 
to with the media £al]-out 
from the airiine’s (tiny tricks 
campaign against Virgm, he 
was viewed with d^ suspicion 
in the Branson camp.

He had heard it had not gone 
well and he was concerned Idr 
Snowden may have said unfor- 
tunate things he might regret 
According to Mr Branson and 
Mr Whitehom, Sir Tim asked: 
"Are you goii^ to be ss^ing aiqr- 
thing about it?"

Fm going to bid for the 
lottery."

A record rise in pupfl violence 
against teadieis and other <^- 
(fren was revealed yesterdiy in 
a survey. 

The National Association of 
Schoolmasters Union of 
Wmien Teachers published fig- 
ures showing feat serious 
attacks on teai&xs are up 37 
per cent on last year. 

Many attadts are by pupils 
who have been excludea from 
school by headteachers for vi- 
olence and who are returned 
after aroealh^ fee survey. 

One Sheffieldpupil who bad 
been permanent^ excluded for 
threatening a teacher wife a 
knife was reinstated by gover- 
nors. In a Birmingham sdiool 
teachers and pupils were regu- 
larly attacked cy a five-year-old. 


There were 51 violent ind- 
dents, mainly attadts on teacb- 
eis,cc»sp 3 xed wife 37 last year, 
says the NASUWT Tbe previ- 
ous highest figure was 50 as- 
saults in 1987.

Willoughby was trapped by a 
police surveillanre operation, 
codenamed Pandora, in w4ucfa 
plain clotbes officers followed 
buses. In October last year 
tiie rapist, who always wore a 
hood or ma.sk, was seen fol- 


lowing a bus in a stolen car 

and chased by police. He es- 
caped bot one of the officers 
recognised him. 

DNA tests on a sample of his 
hair^ matched semen found 
after several of the attacks. 

WQlou^itw bad previously 
beeri sentenc^ u> ei^t years in 
198£j for attempting to rape a 
woman walldng home from a 
mgbt bus. On bis release in 
19^ he wounded a m.-m in a 
street attack and was sent back 
to prison for 12 months. 

Released in Angust 1993. he 
hgg«n cfntlrinw and attacking his 
current victim within weeks. 


Two were in court yesterday to 
see him semeoccd. 

In one attack be pretended 
he was a minicab driver and 
then raped the woman in the 
car. Another be knocked out be- 
fore driving her to a garage 
where he raped her. 

In some attacks he hid behind 
bushes and pounced on his vic- 
tims from behind, dragging 
them into alleyways and. on one 
occasion, into a churchyard. 

He received life sentences for 
each of the rapes and the bug- 
gery.

Government rccornmendations 
on alcohol intake have been 
subject ID revision before, but 
yesterday's aonouncement is 
the first time such advice has 
been so out of kilter with the 
opinion of the Ri^ medical 
coDeges, the British Medical 
Assodatkm and anti-drink cam- 
paigners. 

Tbe medical establishment 
had suspected that such moves 
were a^t and had taken action 
to persuade the Government to 
thmk agpin, with a number of 
influential reports this year. 

In April, the BMA published 
.4/cofioL‘ Guidelines on Sensible 
Drinkm^ compfled by its Board 
of Science and ^ucadon. 
which concluded that: “Tlte 
current limits of 21 units per 
week for men and 14 for 
women, should be main- 
tained...” 

A joint report from the Roy- 
al College of Physicians, the 
Royal CoUege of P^hiatrisis 
and the l^al Colle^ of Gen- 
eral Practitioners to June urged 
the Government not to raise 
current safe drinking limits. 

At a press conference to 
launch,4ttro^ onif /Ac /fean in 
BaspecAv: SensUde UniUs /Af- 
firmed, senior doctors warned 
against the powerful mfiuence 
of the drinks lobby which was 
pushing the message that alco- 


hol is good for health, and lob- 
bying ministers for a relaxation 
on limits. Professor Sir Leslie 
Turnberg. president of the Roy- 
al CoDege of Physidans, said the 
Colleges were “absolute^ op- 
posed” to raising the limits. 

Just last month, the Royal 
College of Physicians and toe 
Brit^ Paediatric Association 
warned that the drinks industry 
was targeting young people 
with a new range of alcoholic 
lemonades and colas. Alcolud 
and ibung People concluded 
that alcohol was at least as 
great a threat as illegal drugs to 
child health. 

Prior to this, doctors and 
toe Department of Health had 
worked in harmony to establish 
the message of safe or low risk 
drinldng limts. This concept did 
not appear until 1984 when 
the then Health Education 
Council issued its pampUel. 
“Thai's t/xe £m/r. "Tim defined 
toe amounts of alcohol, well 
within '‘safe limits,” which peo- 
ple were advised to liotit toeir 
drinking. For men it was IS 
“standard drinks” (equivalcnl to 
units) a week and 9 for women. 
”lbQ much” was defined as 56 
a week for men and 35 for 
women. 

In the 1987 edition of toe 
lealleL the sensible limit - de- 
fined in units for toe first lime 
as the limiis above which health 
risks could aorrue - were set at 
21 units a week for men and 14 


units a week for women. These 
were endorsed by the Royal 
Colleges, and offidally adopt- 
ed by toe Government in toe 
Lord I*resideiU’5 Report on AI- 
cohol Misuse in 1991. They 
were used to set targets in The 
Health of the Nation for reduc- 
ing alcohol misuse in 1992. 

However, throughout the 
late 198Us and early 1990sstud- 
ies were being reported which 
suggested that moderate alco- 
hol consumption had a protec- 
tive effect on the heart This led 
to doubts about toe possibly 
restrictive nature of the guide- 
lines - especially as some coun- 
tries with low 'rates of heart 
disease, such as France, bad a 
much higher alcohol intake 
overall - and widespread con- 
fusion on the “to drink or not 
drink~ issue. In 1994, toe Gov- 
ernment set up its inter-de- 
partmental working party which 
reported yesterday to review the 
current sensible drinking limits. 

Stephen DorrelL Secretary of 
State for Health, dismissed sug- 
gestions that pubbeation of the 
reporu less than two weeks be- 
fore Christmas, had anv sinis- 
ter moth’e. However, feading 
doctors who have been repeat- 
edly issued warnings of toe in- 
sidious influence of toe drink 
manufociurers. insisied that toe 
timing was calculated to instil 
a false sense of security’ in peo- 
ple who like to drink but wor- 
ry for their health.

Incentives of £10m are to be 
oSered to attract graduates into 
teaching amid rising concern 
that schools could face severe 
staff shortages in the next five 
years. 

Some imiveisities are cutting 
back teacher tiaming places 
de^te a recent baby boom 
which will mean an extra 87,000 
pupils Stan school next year. 


They say they cannot find 
school placements for students 
who want to teach in shortage 
subjects such as modem lan- 
guages and science. 

Gillian Shephard, the Secre- 
tary of State for JEducation, 
wants the colleges toreemit an 
extra 1 1,000 tnraee teachers in 
the next five years. But the col- 
leges they are alrea^ strug- 

gling to fill their places and 
applications have dropped 
10 per cent in the past year.

Social phobia: Victims find everyday situations impossible to cope with, but ign orance means tieatment is -too ofien denied

More than a million people - 
three per cent of the raull 
population - are suffering from 
social phobia, but only 10 per 
cent receive treatment, ac- 
cordh^ to the Royal College of 
Psychiatrists. 

SodaJ phobia - the fear of 
scrutiny by others - generally 
begins in mid-teenage years 
wlien it causes a great deal of 
damage. 

A further seven per cent of 
people avoid certain social sit- 
uations and 40 per cent consider 
themselves shy. 

Sufferers diroiay a marked 
and persistent fear of social or 
performance situations, which 
provoke a panic attacl^ even 
though they realise the fear is 
excessive or unreasonable. 

'l^pica] feats indude be^ in- 
troduced to strangers, eating or 
driiiJdng in a public place, writ- 
ing in toot of others or being 
teased. 

Those who suffer from sodal 
phobia, or soda! anxiety disor- 
der, as it is also known, have 
common ^mptoms. Sewnty- 
nine percent said they suffered 
tom palpitations, 75 per cent 
tom trembling and 74 per cent 
sweating. Other symptoms 
induded a rinldng stomadi. 
tense musdes. dry mouth and 
blushing. 

In admtian, sodal phe^ia is 


seen as being responsible for the 
onset of other serious condi- 
tions, such as depression, ago- 
rapfu^ and, most particularly, 
alcoholism and drag abuse. 
The logic is that sodal phobics 
will drink or take dru^ in or- 
der to muster Dutch courage to 
socialise, but fay doing so they 
cause more harm to them- 
selves. Suidde attempts are 
also significantly high er among 
sodal phobics. 

The causes of sodal phobia 
are not known but may stem 
back to childhood. Dr Mal- 
colm Lader, professor of dini- 
cal ptychopharmocology at the 
Institute of Rsychiatiy in Lon- 
don, said: “Eveiy child is fear- 
ful of strangers but usually 
develops through this tty 
parents example and biologi- 
cai maturation to became a so- 
cial aaimaL” However, to some 
children, this does not happen. 

This can be long-term life- 
time behaviour wfamfa doesn’t 
tend to get better^ he added. 

At present tirere are two 
main means of treating social 
phobics - either through p^ 
diology or prescribed drugs. 

Dr David Oark, of Oxford 
University, said that if sodal 
phobics were ^en 12 weeks 
cognitive behaviour therapy, 
70 per cent of patients would 
make a markeci improvement, 
which would be still apparent 
up to five years later. 


The treatment involves the 
patients facing their feats - 
sucfaaswritingadiequeinpub- 
Uc if tbQr fear their ban^ trem- 
ble too moch. Conversational 
slcHk are also tanghL 

The other option is drug 
treatment and so to the moA 
effective treatments have been 
the use of anti-depressants. 
Fifty to 9Xty per cent of patients 
treated with either mono-amine 
ooddase inhftntors or reverrible 
inhibitors of mono-amine oxi- 
dase showed significant im- 
provement after 16 weeks. 

The Royal CoU^ of Psy- 
chiatrists IS lauBChmg a frM 
leaflet Is At Har^ which 

explains treatments and symp- 
toms of sodal phobia. 

Dr Lader c^ed for GPs to 
be mote aware of those suffer- 
ing tom sodal phobia and for 
oombined drug and ptycbolog- 
ical treatments to be ^ven. 

In the US, where the condi- 
tion is already treated as an anx- 
iety disorder, studies show that 
ab^ 1.5 pet cent of the US 
male population and 3 per cent 
of the US female populatian wQl 
e:q)erience symptoms of sodal 
phobia during their lives for op 
to six months. A further stutty 
found that just over 11 per 
cent of US men and 15 percent 
of US wrauen vrill have the con- 
dition pennanentty. Up to 50 
per cent of suffeiets in the US 
are single.

undoubtedly is, as a road to un- 
laxed riches. Nor is it healthy if 
any legal pcocess fails to com- 
mand the respea of lawyer and 
layman alike, as is re^ttably 
true of the assessment of dam- 
ages ty libel Judes.” 

The judges said that men- 
tioning figures, far from devel- 
oping mto an “auction", would 
“induce a mood of realism on 
both sides”. It would “buttress 
the constitutional role of the li- 
bel jury by rendering their 
proceedmgs more rational and 
so more acceptable to public 
opinion”. 

The award to Elton John, in 
November 1993, included 
£275,000 “exemplary” damages 
to piuiish the Sundm A/urnr for 
publishing a lotaliy untrue sto- 
ry that the anger-songwriter was 
hooked on a bizarre “diet of 
death" vriiicfa was a form of the 
slimmers* disease bulimia. 

Jurors accepted his claim

£tot payment of the rarely- 
awardra punitive damages was 
snspended pending an appeal by 
Minor Group Newspapers. 
The judges held that the total 
award was “manifestiy exces- 
sive” and th^ reduced the ex- 
emplary damages to £50,000. 
Th^ also reduced the £75,000 
con^nsatoiy award to £25,000. 
Althoi^ the article was false, 
offensive and distressing, it did 
not attack the star's personal in- 
legn^ or dantage his jnepulation 
as an'artist, th^ ruled.

The North-South divide in the 
United Kingdom is narrowing 
and is medicted to dose further 
by 2000, according to a report 
yesterdOT &om the market an- 
alysts MmteL But by then, Lon- 
still trave an inoome per 
head 20 per cent above the 
national average, with the 
Swtb-eaststQl enjoying a lOper 
cent advantage. 

Huou^out the 19S0s as the 
recession m the early part of the 
decade hit manufacturing and 
the North, London’s wealth 
advantage over the rest of the 
country grew. But since 1990, 
London and the South-east 


have taken the brunt of an 
economic downturn which hit 
the financial and service sector 
hardest, while manufocturing 
has benefited from export 
growth. As a result, while tb^ 
remain the most pro^eroiis 
jKirts of the oountiy, the two re- 
gions saw growth rates of only 
14.7 and 164 per cent in their 
share ofgrossmmestic product 
per capita whOe eve^ other 
of the United Kingdom did 
better. 

Northern Ireland saw 25 per 
cent growth, Scotland 22.8 per 
cent, Yorkshire and the North- 
east 20.1 per cent and the 
North-west 19 per cent.

Britain on ’tortuous’ road to save flora and founa

An eoviroomenlal steering 
group has set toe Government 
a tough challenge to rescue 
116 rapidly declining or very 
rare w^dlife species and 14 
threatened habitats, at a cost 
approaching £40m a year. 

^e report published today, 
contains a lengthy set of cost- 
ed rescue plans, drawn up Ity 
dvQ servants from the Depart- 
ment of toe Eavironraent to- 
gether with university experts, 
government agenaes. and 
wildlife conservation bodies 


such as tbe Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds and toe 
World ^Mde Fund for Naturo 
fWWIO. 

The group claims toat the 
document makes Britain the 
first country in toe wimU to pre- 
pare such detailed plans for pre- 
serving its biodivenuty in the 
variety of flora and faana. The 
Goveinment has promised to 
respond to toe document in the 
spring, declaring bow maiw of 
the plans it is willing to fond. 

By 2010. about £37m a year 
will have to be spent if the'var- 
ious habitats, which include na- 
tive pine woodlands and saline

lagoons, are to be preserved, the 
report says. 

It also points out that Britain 
has already lost some 100 
species this cemury. including 
more toan 2 per cent of its fish 


and mammals, and 5 per cent 
of its butterflies. 

Nine mammals - including 
the otter, the dormouse, and 
nine birds - are listed as being 
in need of support along uiih 


one reptile (the sand lizard), two 
amphihians (the naiterjack load 
and great crested newt ) and four 
freshwater fish. Insects and 
other icveriebraies. such as the 
medicinal leech, are also on the 
list as are flowering and other 
b'pes of plants. 

‘ The varied species were cho- 
sen fi.'*r one of four reas» vw; they 
are ven>' rare, tbeir numbers 
have fallen rapidly in recent 
times, they are unique to these 
islands, or Britain harbours n 
large proportion of the loial 
global population. 

One species of bird, the song 
thrush, numbers more than 1 


million, hut it was placed on the 
list because of its rapid decline 
over the past 2ti years. It is 
thought to be a victim of mod- 
ern farming methods, and is still 
hunted in France, where some 
British birds migrate in winter. 
The action plan calls for a hall 
to the bird's decline by 2000 by 
.subsidising "green" farming 
methods. unJ pressing for a 
hunting ban in France. 

Rcrf>lh Fellow. WWF s UK di- 
rector. said that implementing 
the plans "will be a long and tor- 
tuous road which will require 
substantial financial commit- 
ment from aovcmmenl".

Single currency debate: Redwood challenge to reject monetary union in election manifesto raises chances of referendurri 


Tory divisions 
over Europe 
back to fore

Tbe promise of a referendum 

on the European sin^ cuirency 

was moving up the agenda last 

night after the uneasy truce in 
the Tory party on Europe vtas 
threatened a faesh ounpaign 

launched by John Redwood. 

The referendum promise by 
John Major before next years 
ciucia] inter-govemmental con- 
ference on Europe was erae^- 
ing as the IDceliest of uniting 
the party for a general election. 

It came as Ibiy leaders tried 
to avoid a fresh outbreak of civ- 
il war on the eve of Mr Major's 
nti^tiations at the Madrid sum- 
mit. Euro-sccptics meeting at 
VVestminster last n^t said they 
would not rodt the boat. 

Senior Government sources 
said Kenneth Claiite, the Chan- 
cellor, may be prepared reluc- 
tantly to accept the referendum 
formula as a prefinable alter- 
native to ruling out Britain's 
me n^ei rfty of a single currency 
during the next ParliamenL 


‘There is an unhofy alliance 
building up for a referendum,” 
said one ministerial source. 

Mr Redwood said yesterday: 
“I am happy we are saying no 
to a single currency in this Par- 
liamenL I hc^ when the man- 
ifesto is written, we wiU make 
cleu statements for the next 
ParliamenL I would like to say 
no for the next Parliament so 
people know esxactiy where we 
are. I would certainly like the 
Prime Minister to say there is 
DO question of this country go- 
ing in without a refereadunL" 

Mr Redwood’s remaiks re- 
opened the row over Europe, 
with a rebuke by Lord Howe 
and Sir Leon Brittan, one of 
Britain’s European commis- 
sioners. In a joint statement 
they said ^hting the next elec- 
tion opposed to Britain joiniiig 
a sin^e currency would be 
“profoundly mistwn”. 

They added: “Ai^ Conserv- 
ative manifikto commitment 
against a sin^e currency would 
inevitably divide th^arty, fu- 
elling its ele^r^ dimculties. U 


would see the Conservative 
leadership against major parts 
of UK business and finanr^ 
uodermiaing the party’s polit- 
ical base.” 

Robin Cook, Labour’s for- 
eiga affairs spokesman, said: 
The truce in the Ibiy party is 
over. John Redwood has once 
a^ain revealed tbe divi- 
sions among Conservatives over 
Europe.” 

In the Commons, Mr Major 
assured Mr Redwood that at the 
Madrid summit this weekend he 
would be preying his argu- 
ments that the impact of a ot- 
gle oirrenty, both on those 
who joined and those who did 
doL needed to be much more 
thoroughly thought through.

A fresh challenge to John Ma- 
jor was issticd by John Redwood 
yestezds^, with a warning not to 
weaken over the Maastricht 
terms for creating a single cur- 
rency on tbe eve of the Madrid 
European sumnut .

Mr Redwood said be be- 
lieved Mr Major and other 
leaders would be pressed at 
Nfediid to aOow tenns fr»‘ a sin- 
gle currency to be eased, to al- 
low France to join with 
Germany. That is tbe game 
plan, I think ... Biitaia should 
say the Maastricht require- 
ments are the bare mintmnm 
and there should be no dilution 
at all. This is a highly danger- 
ous venture. If economies are 
not in line with one another, it 
could do damage to jobs, pros- 
perity, oppoituni^.'* 

A Iteaauy source oonfioned 
no one m Whitehall believed the 
two-year rule would be a bar- 


rier to creation of aringlc cur- 
rency. Mr Redwood said the sin- 
^e-ourency drive was the cause 
of the riots in France, because 
it had forced Paris to maintain 
high interest rates to keep tbe 
fr^ hi^ against the Mark. 
“The s^e- currenqf scheme is 
in crisis. The Ewbange Rate 
Mechanism was meant to be a 
success and (he currencies were 
meant to be trading together 
and be comfortaUe. 'They are 
not Britain sin a veiy good po- 
sition to say ‘Hold on - l^s 
think this through from first 
principles'.” 

Mr Major could fulfil his 
commitment to be at the heart 
of Europe by aiguing vrith a dis- 
tmetive view which was differ- 
ent from Gerniftoy Jfed France. 
**Britaia has a very positive 
agenda for jobs and prosperity. 
Thai, I am sure, is what the 
Prime Minister will be putting 
forward.

France in revolt: Demonstrators march in record numbers, d ashing hopes that 'welfare' strikes could be l osing momentum 

Juppe uiuibr threat 
irom renewed protest

Paris and other French cities 
v-tisierday witnessed some of 
their biggest demonstrations in 
50 years when hundreds of 
thousands of people took to the 
streets to protest against the 
government’s proposed wel- 
fare reforms. 

The demonstrations, dashing 
hopes that the welfare protests 
were running out of steam, 
were called Iw two of the ma- 
jor public-se^or unions, the 
Force Ouvriere (FO) and the 
CGT ’Tlicy brought together 
employees from every part of 
France's dKvrse public sector, 
from railwajTOcn and the staff 
of public utilities, to ho^ital 
workers, teachers, and post and 
tclecommunicatioDS staff. 

The size of the demonstra- 
tions was interpreted by some 
as a last glorious gesture by the 
unions, tefore thi^ agree to set- 
tle on terms siinUar to those pro- 
posed in recent days by the 
Prime Minister, Alain Juppe - 
a view ruled out absolutely hy 
the leader of the CGT. Louis 
\^anncL The scale of the turn- 
outs was seen other com- 
mentators as a real threat both 
to the welfare reforms and to 
Mr Juppe's survival. 

In Marseilles, onlixikers and 
police alike professed to be as- 
tonished by the 100.000 or 
more who turned out in the old 
port, forming the biggest piMt- 
war demonstration m the ci^. 


In the naval port of Toulon, the 
arsenal was blockaded for sev- 
eral hours. All road entrances 
to the cathedral city of Chartres 
were manned by pickets hand- 
ing out oampai^ leaflets, and 
delaying tra^ into the dfy. 

In Paris, where the numbers 
were as gr^t, if not greater than 
in Marseilles, tens of thou- 
sands of demonstrators were 
still waiting to leave the start- 
ing point of the procession, at

In scenes replete with revo- 
lutionary images, the dense col- 
umn of marchers, shrouded in 
smoke hom hundreds of bright 
pink flares, wheeled slowly 
around the Stifle monument. 
Waving brightly coloured 
banners and balloons, they 
chanted anti-reform slogans, 
blew horns, beat drums and 


sang folk songs with anti- 
govenunent lyrics, or snatdies 
of the /nienuUionale. 

People livteg in a flat over- 
looking ]he mai^ route offered 
a note of encouragement to 
those waiting below with a no- 
tice displayed in their windows 
announcing the huge turnouts 
elsewhere: “Maisefllk; 200,000: 
Rouen and Toulouse: 80,000; 
Bordeaux [where Mr Jup^ is 
mayor]: 40,000. Paris - now 
many?** 

The protests, whose size 
appeared to be totally un- 
anticipated the police, come 
after a weekend m which Mr 
Juppe has made concession af- 
ter concession in meeting ob- 
jections raised by individual 
sectors. But he has refused ab- 
solutely to dQute the core of his 
welfare reforms which are nec- 
essary, among other things, to 
qualify France for membership 
of the European single cuiieiK^ 
from 1999. 

The changes arc designed to 
streamline the welfare mtem, 
reduce waste and cut a deficit 
which is currently running at 
more than FrbObn a year. They 
are part of an overall effort 
Pr^ident Chirac and Mr Jup- 
pe to cut France's budget defidt 
to meet the Maastricht condi- 
tions for European Monetary 
Union, but also to modernise 
France's public sector and 
bring it into line with other 
European legislation. 

While some trade union of- 
ficials have said that they believe

in the public sector seems sin- 
gularly unmoved - an aspect 
which the government is likely 
to find worrying in a protest 
where the nm^g has been 
made more Ify ordm^ union 
members than by their leaders.

Mr Wei has an unlikely 
counter-revolutionary back- 
ground. He came from a fam- 
ily of Mao loyalists in Anhui 
province, and was a Red Guard 
before going to work as an 
electrician in the Peking Zoo. 
When the political climate 
thawed in 197R. he edited a jour- 
nal called Exploration, and 
quickly embraced the Democ- 
cscy Wall mpvemenL 


As well as being an advocate 
of democracy, be bluntly re- 
jeacd Deng .Xiaoping's jrolicy 
of economic modernisation 
without political refonn. “The 
people must maintain vigiiance 
against Deng Xiaoping’s meta- 
morphosis into an auiocraL” Mr 
Wei wTOie. prompting his im- 
mediate arrest and heavy sen- 
tence. much of it spent in 
solitaiy confinement. 

It was not until September 
1993 that Mr Wei left prison, re- 
leased on parole b>’ the gov- 
ernment in the hope of winning 


the -000 Olympics for Peking. 
He immediately renewed his 
call for democracx’ and insisted 
he would not esca^ abroad His 
nvbust opinions snowed no sign 
of having been weakened by bis 
prison CK^rience. 

It was his decision to meet a 
senior US ^‘tvemmeai human 
rights official. John Shaiiuck. 
which terminated his new -found 
freedi.'m. Soon after, on 1 .April 
1994. Mr Wei was detained, and 
has not been seen since. Today 
he may well disappeur again, for 
a very’ long lime.

John Gillett 


John Gillett was one of the best- 
known jpersonalities on the 
woriffs mm fesfivri ciieuit both 
as a critic/programinfir and as 
a friend to countless film- 
makers, established or un- 
loKiwii, who regarded him Mth 
awe because of te estraoidi^^ 
knowledge of worid dnema. 
GQlect was a walking en^- 
clopaedia of film ktuwled^ 
whether it be the correct 
spellfog of the cameraman's 
name in the Albanian/Sovietoo- 
production Skanderberg or the 
name of an actor in a lesser 
Japanese feature. 

Gillett was bom in Ealing, 
west London, in 1925. After 
business college he worked on 
a local nen^peruntQ his deep 
interest in mm secured him a 
job at tbe British FUm Ac^- 
in the d^ of Roger Man- 
veil. It was Manvell wto in 
November 1952 introduced him 
to the British Film Institute - 
where he remained for over 44 
years. 

Even in those ear^ d^ staff 
and visitors alike relied on 
Gillen's knowledge to as- 


ast diem in their research. He 
became a regular OQDtiibutor to 
National Him Theatre 
programming. In December 
1967 be leintroduoed Buster 
Keaton to British audiences, 
and swif^ followed Mth ret- 
ro^iectives on the work of such 
film-makers as Billy ^der. 
John Ifoid and Saty^t Ray. He 
became a regular collaborator 
on numerous seasons, respect- 
ed for hb accuracy - for which 
his name was a twword. "Has 
this text been checked Mth 
John?" became a routine 
questiOD. 

John Gillett will be remem- 
bered b<A for bis passkm for 
Japanese aaema, reflecte d in 
season upon season at the NFT 
since 19^ In June 1995 he re- 
ceived the double honours of 
appointment as MBE and the 
Japanese order of the Sacred 
Treasure, Cold Rays with 
Rosette, an award ofieiM to ^ 
foreigners. It was Gillett who 
had largely responsible for 

creating an awareness of Japan- 
ese film history in BritaitL His 
charnpraiing of the Jtqianese di- 


rector '^fesiqiiD Ozu was cmdal 
to his obtaining funding for his 
films m Japan at a critical time 
in his career. 

But GSlett’s interest in world 
cinema showed itself in mary 
other areas of special knoM-

Your obituary of Lavinia, 
Duchess of Noifolk [by Richard 
Griffiths, 12 December] paid 
tifoute to her career OD foe full 
Sie and tbe late Duke were also 
dosety involved in many great 
moments in British ceremoni- 
al life, writes Hugo Vickers. 

In 1937 she was one of foe 
four duchesses who held tbe 
canopy over Queen Elizabeth 
(now foe Queen Mother) at her 
sacred anomting. Of these only 
Mary Roofourghe now survives. 
In 1953 she spent days re- 
hearsing aspects of the present 
Queen’s Coronation as her 
stand-in. I once interviewed 
foe Duchess and ail she said was 
*T wore what she wore”. But in 
foe 1993 Yorieshfre Trievisioo 
documentary Days of Majesty 
she was more foilhcoming: 

I had to be ready to eome to the 
abb^ eveiy single fflaxmog at about 
half past rune, 10 o’dodL I bad to 
take tbe part of the Qoeea.

countries, 32,000 Americans, 
50,000 Q^ots, almost 12,000 
frt^ '\^tnam, 18,000 ^m 
Hong Kong, almost 14,000 
from Mauritius, 21,000 fom 
Poland, 16,000 from Malaysia, 
a CTwiflar number from Tran 
and 20,000 from Turkey. 

Not aD of these wiD be British 
dtizens and London’s role as a 
kqr fiaaDcial and trading centre 
has cemtributed to its d£nic mil 
- brin^g in the Arabs in the 
1970s and the Jmanese and 
growing ranks of Eurc^teans in 
the Island 1990s -combined 
with Britain’s ttaditional, if 
steadfly more restrictive, role as 
a haven for refugees. 

The most drastic engtoe of 
the recent change in London’s 
ethnic make-up, however, has 
indeed come from New Com- 
monwealth immigration, start- 
ing almost SO years ago when 
the ^pire TX^drn^ docked 
in 1948 with thefrrst Caribbean 
immigrants brought over to 
boost Britain's larour force. 

In assessing how well the

now has a record far better than 
probably ai^ other European 
city, where in most cases mass 
immigration has been Ear more 
recent. 

‘The reason, I think, is that 
we deliberately faced (he issues 
after the growth of intolerance 
of the 1950s and 1960s,” Anne 
Page, the London R^earcb 
Centre's chief executive sa^ 
defming the passage of the 
1976 Race Relations Act as the 
crucial moment in that 

“As a result, London today 
enjoys a rich mix of people and 
cutture unparalleled in Europe, 
and an atmosphere of racial 
harmony, compared to its own 
recent past and possibly to 
other large cities in Europe,” 
she says. 

Chns Myant points not just 
to the immense range of restau- 
rants and shops rejecting 
flavours and cultures from 
arouud the world but whole 
ethnic shopping centres from 
Soho’s Chiuatown to Southall’s 
Indian markets that are an 


intrinsic part of London life, as 
is the Noning HQl CarnivaL a 
uniquety Afro-Caribbean event 
that draws in a vastly wider 
range of the population than 
Afio-Caribbeans alone. That, 
he s^s, “is very different from 
the odd Chinese or Japanese 
shop. These are real commu- 
nities that are part of London 
and it is somethmg that gives us 
^at confidence and hope for 
the future.” 

There remains, he says, how- 
ever. a darker side, one of 
unequal opportuoities and 
uneven achievement, fuelled 
by continuing dtscriminaiion. 
Tnere is a seemingly perma- 
nent undertow of racial attacks 
and violence in parts of Lon* 
don. Employment opportuni- 
ties still vary widely by race. 
Among 16- to 24-year-oids. the 
Labour Force Survey showed 
last year that M per cent of 
black males were unemploved, 
a rate approaching three tunes 
that fbrwhiies. Average weekly 
earnings for whites in London 


are just under £400 a w'cek 
against not much more than 
half that figure for the ethnic 
minorities. And while a black 
and Asian middle class has 
emerged in growing numbers 
there are wide variations 
among the ethnic groups. 

The 1991 census showed that 
among black Caribbeans, there 
were half the managers there 
would have been if there was no 
empicyment difference between 
ethnic ^ups: the figure for the 
professions being a third. By 
contrast, among Indians the 
proportion in the professions 
was higher than expected, 
although managerial numbers 
were relatively low. The paifes- 
sions ei^loyed almost twice as 
many Cnincse as might be 
expected Bangladeshis, partic- 
ularly. were CK’er-represented 
among unskilled workers. And 
despite considerable consider- 
able efforts, the ethnic minori- 
ties remain under-represented 
across wide swathes of city life, 
not just in professions and top 
management The Metropolitan 
Police, already policing a city a 
fifth of whose population is 
from the ethnic rainorit}' still has 
onty around 1.5 per cent black 
and Asian ofGeers. 

If there Ls a long way to go to 
achieve equal op^riuniiy. the 


continued growth of London's 
ethnic minority population, 
however, is surely less threat- 
ening to the while population 
now than the original immi- 
gration of the 195C& and 1960s. 
Familiarity has bred mutual 
tolerance. The National Front 
and British National Party, 
which once had their bases 
firmly in London's inner city, 
now Uem to do better in Bex- 
Icy where ethnic minorities still 
make up a mere sLx per cent of 
the population. 

In an increasingly global 
world, London's culdiral and 
linguistic dwersity can be seen 
a.s a key eompetimv advantage, 
if only the capital has the wit to 
use it. “Britain's ethnic mlnori- 
lies are an irreveisible part of 
the social, cultural and eco- 
nomic well-being of London," 
Mr Ouselcy argues. “Employ- 
ers in London have (he oppor^ 
(unities to be the envx or the 
world with such dK'ersity". 

With more inter-marriage, 
mure mixed communities, 
more etiinicallx mixed children 
and more dwersity. London is 
set in the 21st century to 
become a new i\pc of city for 
Europe - one more like the 
immigrant cities of the United 
Slates, but without, if London 
gets it right, their segregation.

T oday will be the first time the Chan- 
cellor and the Governor of the Bank 
of En^and have met since the Budget 
After failing to deliver huge tax cuts last 
month. Kenneth Clarke is under politi- 
cal pressure to cut interest rates instead. 

Economic evidence has been mount- 
ing in favour of such a cut. Several fac- 
tors suggest the economy is weak and in 
need of a boost. Economic growth and 
inflation are both lower than expected. 
Manufacturing industry looks fragile. 
Export markets don't look promising. 
The US and Germany face a slowdown 
and are likely to cut ^eir interest rates 
in the next few months. The gloomiest 
economists even argue that Britain is 
heading back into recession and should 
cut its own interest rates as far and as 
fast as possible. 

As always, however, there are count- 
less other economists who take a dif- 
ferent view. Down at the Bank of Eng- 
land, they are worried that inflation 
might be about to pi^ up. Th^ fear that 
we could be set for an upward ^iral in 
wage settlements next year. If thb is 
right, inflation looms. Cutting interest 
rates now would only fuel price rises. 

*I^e trouble is that no one knows who 
is right. Economists are picking their w^ 
through a mire of conflicting evidence. 
We could be on the brink of a boom or 
on the vei^ of collimse. Worse, poli^ 
changes that Ken Qarke and Eddie 
George decide tod^ will not have their 
full impact on the economy for ^x>ut 
two years. 

Faced with this uncertainty, what 
advice should Eddie give, and rriiat 
action should Ken take? 

The Bank clearly feels bruised by its 
encounter with the Chancellor in the 
summer. Eddie George called for an 


interest rate increase. Kenneth Claike 
resisted and turned out, a gaingt the 
od^ to be right. The combination of 
being ignored and being wrong has 
damaged the Governor’s credibility. As 
a result Mr George will be tempt^ to 
tone down his remarks and avoid any 
conflict 

This would be a serious mistake. The 
. Bank of England is responsible for 
watching inflation like a hawk, resist!^ 
short-term poh'tical pressures, and advis- 
ing the Government on how to meet its 
inflation target It would be far more 
damaging to the Governor’s credibility 
if be was thought to be second-messing 
the politicians than if he were to to over- 
ruled once more. 

It is the Chancellor who will make the 
final decision. Mr Qarke would be fool- 
ish to make large cuts in interest rates 
until we are sure that wages won’t esca- 
late. However, should interest rates in 
Germany or the US fall in the new year, 
then there would certainly be a case for 
following these with cuts of our own. 

In the Budget, Mr Qarke gave voters 
a taste of the tax cuts th^ wanted with- 
out jeopardising the economy or the 
public finances. The Chancellor showed 
admirable political self-restraint in 
putting the national interest before the 
party interest 

He could do the same with interest 
rates. A small cut in interest rates now 
- perhaps a quarter of a point - is likety 
to have little impact on the risk of 
inflation while making a poQtical 
gesture in the direction of a bigger cut 
next year. That would give Mr Qarke 
time to see whidi way the econoo^ is 
really going.

Finger points at the 
National Lottery 


Nineties belong to Richard Bran- 
X son. This is his decade. Consumers 
want not only top-quality products: they 
also require them to be morally clean. 
Mr Branson is one of the few business 
leaders to have recog^iised this necesrity. 

It is in this context that he has taken 
on those running and regulat^ the 
National Lottery. His reputation for 
honest dealing lends special authority 
and credence to his allegation that he 
was offered and refused a bribe to drop 
his plans to bid for the National Lottery. 

He has performed a public service 1^ 
bring ing these allegations - against 
GTECH. the US part-owner of Ounelot 
- out into the open, lliese claims must 
be investigated. But Peter Davis, head 
of Oflot, the National Lottery watchdog, 
is clearly the wrong person for the task. 
He has denied Mr Branson's claim that 
he was tipped off about the alleged 
bribe. None the less his credibili^ is 
already under question. 

An mdependent investigation should 
be established by Virginia Bottomley, 
the Heritage Secretary, to clarify three 
issues. First, it would examine whether 
a bribe was in fact offered to Mr Bran- 
son. Second, it would ask whether Ofiot 
knew about the allegation and, if it was 
aware of Mr Branson’s claii^ why it 
failed to act. If Mr Branson did indeed 
inform Oflot about the alleged bribe, 
then Mr DariS is clearly not up to his 


job and should consider his position. 

The third issue that must be tackled 
is the evidently cosy relationship 
between Mr Davis and Caxnelot. The 
regulator has denied any impropriety in 
taking flights in a private jet belonging 
to GDBGH. He is, however, yet to ^e 
a full explanation of how and wl^ he 
took these free trips. We await this with 
much interest. 

The National Lottery is a huge gen- 
erator of revenue for the public purse, 
charities and those who operate it It 
must be publicly accountable and shown 
to be above suspicion. Yet at the 
moment, there is no guarantee that the 
Government is prepared to take its 
re^nsibilliy seriously. Only Mr Bran- 
soiTs determination to have his day in 
court seems certain to flush out the 
truth. 

Qearly, Mr Branson’s lone stand is, 
for him, also a brilliant commercial 
strategy, for it is likely to enhance his 
reputation as a business leader of 
integrity. He also has personal reasons 
for taking on those who run the National 
Lottery: he would dearly love to have 
won the contract himselL 

Regardless of these personal factors 
behind the Branson crusade, the Vb;^ 
^cooQ has raised issues require 
urgent inquiry. It is time that Mrs TOt- 
tomley pomted a very quizzical finger at 
those behind the National Lottery.

No fears for 
‘real’ refugees 

from Ms Ann Widdecombe 
Sir: Peter Fopham (“Sony, 
Britain is now dosed”, 12 
December) misunderstands the 
intention and the effect of the 
A^hun and Immigration BilL 
is no question that Britain 
is now dosed to refugees. The 
UK will continue to £>oour its 
obligations under the 1951 
Refill Convention. 

Last year, the Home Office 
granted a^lum to 825 appli- 
cants. On tem of that, 3,^ apf^ 
cants who did not qodify under 
the convention were granted 
exceptional leave for humani- 
tarian reasons. Absolutefy noth- 
ing in the Bfll change the 
substantive citteria for making 
asytiim and exceptional leave 
grants. 

Mr Fopham complains about 
the delays. The fact is that Ae 
Asylum and ImmigratioD Ap- 
pe^ Act 1993 aiabled the aver- 
age dedsion time in new cases to 
be reduced from more than 18 
months to four months. But that 
significant improvement has sub- 
sequently b^n eroded by the 
massive rise in a^lum qifriica- 
tioos. There were 22,400 in 1993, 
32,8CM) in 1994, and a projected 
45,000 this year. 

1 cannot comment on Ae indi- 
vidual case MghiighteH in the 
artide. But it is perminfy true tiiat 
no one suffers more from this 
massive overioading of the a^ 
lum procedures t&n genuine 
rehig^. 

The Bill and accompao^ng 
administrative measures aim to 
tackle this problon comprehen- 
sively, fairty and in a way that is 
fopy compatible wiA our ot^- 
ations under Ae convention.

It is 
the Euro-sceptics who voted on the 
Maastricht Bill both against their 
prindples and against their own party 
and governmenL and then queued up 
to join the campaign against John 
Major in the summer. Regarding 
interviews by me or anyone else in 
future, ] suggest that my Euro-scep- 
tic colleagues might watch them 
before commenting on them. The 
future of this counuy in Europe is too 
important for all these trifles to put it 
at risk in aity way. Let us get back to 
a serious, intelligent deteie about 
the choices that lie ahead.

We don’t need 
one more drink 


T he Govenunenl is loo dose 
to the alcohol and tobacco 
industry for the good of the 
people’s health. It firmly oppo- 
ses any ban on tobacco adver- 
tising. And yesterday, as the 
World Health Organisation 
launched its largest conference 
ever on the health risks associ- 
ated with alcohol, the Depart- 
ment of Health announced 
revised guidelines universally 
perceived as an increase in the 
reconunended sensible drink- 
ing limits. 

These limits previously stood 
at 21 units of alcohol a week for 
men and 14 for women. The 
Government has now ann- 
ounced daily limiu - three to 
four units a day for men and 
two to three for women. The 
old sensible limits were backed 
as recently as June in a report 
ity the Royal Colleges of physi- 
aans, p^chiatrists and general 
practitioners and endorsed 


by the Brit- 
ish Medical 
Association.

Goldman Sachs and Morgan 
Stanley launched a storming 
debut to the Cilv bonus sea- 
son yesterday with u handful 
of top executiioes at the US in- 
vestment banks each collect- 
log bonuses around UJ«m.

The 33 partners in London, 
who make up the elite of the 
privately owned investment 
bank, do not receive bonuses 
but rather a share of the prof- 
its which is credited to their 
capilal accounts. This pays 
Interest, hut (he accumulated 
amount can only be cashed in 
when the partner retires. The 
partners will have to wail un- 
til the end of the year before 


getting final notice of their 
share of the 199S bonanza. 

But the extent of the im- 
provement in the bank's for- 
tunes can be judged by the 
more than doubling of the 
firm-wide bonus for what 
Goldman calls its support 
staff. 

This has risen to 20 per cent 
of basic salary, as against just 
8 per cent in the exceedingly 
difficult 1994. when many of 
the US houses look a severe 
hit in the turbulent American 
bond markets. But both Gold- 
mans and Morgan Stanley 
vesterday said that, while the 
bonu.scs reflect the marked 
improvement in investment 
banking fortunes, they are 
still some wav off the heights 
reached in ifie frenzied hull 
market of 1993. In that year, 
firm-vride bonuses were 3U per 
cent of basic sainri' at 
Goldmans.

Changes 
usher in 
new ball 
game 

Rugby League

At St Helens. Wigan and sev- 
en oiher professional rugt^ 
league grounds tonighL il will 
be a whole new hail game. The 
first tranche of games played un- 
der four new ^e$ is bound to 
produce teething problems and 
Britaia is undeniably being used 
as a guinea pig the Super 
League in Australia. 

The guinea pig might stag- 
ger around the laborator>’ for 
a wbUe, but, provided it docs 
not aaualJy die. Super League 
on boih sides of the globe will 
kick off under these rules in 
March. 

Two of them cany fairly ob- 
vious benefits. Moving scrums 
20 metres firom touch opens up 
greater attacking opportunities 
and making the side that scores 
kick off to give the opposition 
possession promises to even 
up contests. “It is also in line 
with most other sports." says the 
League's director of referees' 
coaching, Greg McCallum. 
“That is significant when we 
come to promoting the game in 
America and Asia." 

Wigan's coarii Graeme W:sL, 
is understandabty wary of a rule 
chan^ that also seems aimed at 
bringing them back to the pack, 
but there will be a general wel- 
come for both these moves. 

Less ea^ to assess is the ef- 
fect of the rule changes at the 
play-lhe-ball, where striking for 
the ball by the side not in pos- 
session will be outlawed and the 
tackled player will not be al- 
lowed to tap the ball forward to 
himself, even if there is no 
marker in position. It will clean 
up a traditional problem area, 
but will it leave something that 
still looks like nigby league? 

Steve Simms, whose badly in- 
juTy-weakened Halifax side are 
at Wigan tonight will still base 
his strategy around the possi- 
bility of the tackled player re- 
gaining possession, even if he 
has to play the ball backwards, 
turn around, pick it up and then 
run upfield. “And we haven't 
struck for the ball for a while, 
because it's a waste of time for 
the amount you ^t back." 

One fear, particularly in the 
lower divisions, is that a game 
already' too quick for many oi 
its participants could get quick- 
er still, fan Lucas, who will 
coach Second Division Leigh 
under the new rules for the Rhi 
time against Doncaster tonighi. 
believes the effect could be ihe 
op|Msitc. “There is no poini in 
the tackled player springing to 
his feet if he can't take ad\'an- 
lage of there being no marker." 
he says. 

The full unpifcatiodswiil not 
be clear until games have been 
played under the new rules. “Wc 
will know by the end of ne.\l 
week whether they are going to 
work," McCallum says. 

Wailing in the wings are 
three other rules the Aus- 
tralians would have liked us lo 
try - allowing ball-stealing in 
ooe-to-one situations, time off 
for goal kicks and unlimited .sub- 
stitutions. The laner raxt would 
take the game much too far in 
the diction of .American foot- 
ball for almost anyone in 
Britain's comfort. 

The changes which arrive 
tonight will make it ail look 
qmle un famili ar enough, but, as 
Simms says: “At least we ail gel 
the ball 'back when Wigan 
score." 

Great Britain's third Super 
League international against 
AustraHa on 20 Odober could be 
under i break following New 
Zealand's insistence that they 
have been guaranteed a match 
against Australia on the same 
day.

Considering the sni^ attitude 
of some soulless folk towards 
this fixture - though not. one 
supposes, the 70.000 who uimed 
up yesterday - it is astounding 
how it contrii'es to throw up sudi 
vivid inddenL Last year's, also 
won by Cambridge, was an epic 
of fhx^ting fortunes and if this 
had less to commend it overrii, 
it was a no less thriUmg exam- 
ple of the underdog biting back. 

No wonder Ori^ridge captains 
and coaches talk down their 
cbances year year. In 1994 
Cambric^ were the rank out- 
siders; this time Oxford were 
supposedty even less favoured, 
yet they established a lead which 
they held for 59 minutes and 
during the fairly brief period 
when they were winning a share 
of the they playeda fluid, 
{Peasant lypeofruglw not always 
in keeping with the occasion. 

Ariiforth's early penalty, the 
first of three, was cancelled by 
Humphreys’ only success ffora 
four drop-goal attempts fol- 
lowed by two penalties and then 


a try when Humphreys danced 
past Nick Holgnte. Whffl he con- 
verted he equi^ed Gaie± Rees's 
Oxford recori of 16 points set last 
year with his final penalty he 
equalled Alastair Hignell’s Uni- 
versity match record of 19. for 
Cambridge in 1975. 

It was cold comfon. The Dark 
Blues bad pushed themselves tb 
the limi t in building a surprising 
lead and their ooJy realistic ob- 
jective after Humphreys's try was 
to defend their lines. 

That they did so as well, and 
for as loi^ as they did was its own 
lestiiDOity. “Rarely have 1 played 
a side that has been wrinen ofr 
as much, and rarely have 1 pl^d 
m a side that has played with as 
much courage as that side,”

If Lady Luck was an under- 
graduate she must have gone to 
Cambridge. Oxford, the dark- 
est of dark horses, paid the 
harshest of penalties for de- 
fending their (ine and then suf- 
fered the cruellest of defeats. 

In a maner of minutes, joy for 
the Dark Blues turned to' de- 
spair. to elation and finally to 
the worst moment of all in a 
Nfaisily match, shattering defeat 

The unfortunate conse- 
quence of an extraordinary cli- 
max is that the 114ih game in 
the series will be remembered 
not so much for Jonathan 
Evans' winning try in injury- 
time. not so much for a record- 
breaking contribution of 19 
points the Oxford stand- 
off, David Humphreys, but for 
the most bemusing and con- 
troversial decision by the ref- 
eree. Tony Spreadbuiy awarded 
Cambridge a penalty try when 
they were trailing 16-9 with 
five minutes logo. 

The Light Blues had been 
presring for most of the second 
half when Tyrone Howe tackled 
his opposite number and. when 
the fell loose. Cambridge 
knocked on with the line at their 
mercy. Spreadbury signalled a 
penalty try. the first in the histoiy 
of the Vbrsity match. Howe, the 
Oxford captain, asked Spread- 
buiy one question: why? T^ ref- 
eree replied: “Oxford were 
o&idc'tiu^e times in a row." 

Later Spreadbuiy elaborated. 
“There was a tiy-5Coring oppor- 
tunity,” he said. 'And Oxford were 
delibenilely ofiside. I'd men- 
tioned to them that we rouldn'i 
keep going down the line of 
awarding penalty after penalty.” 

Lynn Evans, the Oxford 
coach, also questioned the de- 
cision. “To award a penalty try.” 
Evans said, “there has got to be 
the prcAobOity of scoring. Tliere 
wasn't and the ball was chopped, 
anyway. It was not the best de- 
cision he made in the game.” 

It was certainly the most 
contentious. Evans {minted out 
that when Ashforth kicked the 
conversion to level the scores, 
there was silence from the 
crowd not out of re^ci but be- 
wilderment.
